The Filter Again. 

At the regular monthly meeting of 
the City Council on last Monday night 
Mr. J. B. Greer of the Greer Filter 
M'fg. Co of Pitts burg Pa., the firm 
which had the contract for putting in 
the new filter at the waterworks, made 
lormal demand that the city pay them 
the sum of $1125., which amount he 
claimed was tne balance due him on the 
filter. Mr. Greer claims that the filter 
is complete and is according to the 
specifications and his contract with the 
city, and that it is fully capable of per 
forming what is demanded of it, that 
is, filtering 100,000 gallons of water in 
twenty four hours, ninety nine per cent 
pure. The city refused to accede to 
his demands and in turn demanded that 
the Greer people refund to them the 
amount paid them, which is some thing 
in excess of $1,000. The city has thor- 
oughly investigated the filter plant, s° 
they claim, have had experts to 
ine it, and as a result of thi 
gation they claim the filter is absolute- 
ly worthless to them and wholly incap- 
able of performing what is claimed for 
it. So the matter stands. 

The bonds amounting to $12,000. for 
the improvement of the water plant, 
which improvement included an adequate 
filtering plant, were voted in August 
1911, and when they were voted the 
people hoped and fully expected that 
they would have.a filtering plant which 
would supply them with pure water. 
Almost two years has now elapsed and 
we are yet without a filter, the heated 
season is rapidly approaching, and with 
its coming we may expect the water 
supply to deterioate considerably in 
quality. They have been very patient 
thus far, but patience some times 
ceases to be a virtue, and they are now 
clamoring for some kind of a filtering 
plant, and their impat'ence is not with- 
out merit However, the city council 
is still endeavoring to install a filter 
and we believe they will finally succeed, 
but oh! we do wish they would hurry.

"A few years ago ' Jockey Row" 
was almost an essential to county court 
day in every central Kentucky town, 
and it seems to have been peculiar to 
that particular locality. "Jockey Row- 
was some side street given over, almost 
of a necessity, to the cheaper class of 
horse traders. Here they would gather 
from a distance of Bfty miles around to 
barter and trade horses, and incidentally 
anything else fiom a pocket knife to an 
anitqtated threshing machine. Here 
every old srow bait in the country was 
to be seen: horses that as a usual thing 
had hardly sufficiently vitality to drag 
along at a snails pace, would under the 
influence of cogiou draughts of ginger, 
dope and like treatment, known only to 
horse jockeys, caper and prance like the 
typical Kentucky thorougbreds, and 
"mixin" was frequent, some of 
animals of ten changing hands a 
times during.the day. 

"Jockev Row" was formerly fairly 
peacable, but of late years it has become 
a rendexvoux for all the scalawags who 
frequent county court days, until the 
institution has become so obnoxious that 
in some places a ban has been placed 
upon it by law. and it is gradually fad- 
ingfrom existence. From beingstrictly 
a meeting place for horse traders, it 
has come to be frequentted by 
of illicit booze, and the 
compelled to keep a vigilant eye opon 
it, and if there is a disturbance in town 
on county court day, nine times out of 
ten it is on "Jockey Row"; hence the 
disrepute, and the growing clamor for 
its entire removal from the community. 
Another reason for its abolishment, is 
the danger of the spreading of disease, 
horses and mules gather there from 
everywhere, the blind, the lame and the 
halt, sick and well are bunched together 
in one conglomerate mass, and mary 
cases of disease no doubt after a day 
spent on this thoroughfare. 

The city has frequently made or- 
dinances regulating "Jockey Row", 
each one more stringent thad the former, 
and we believe that it is only a question 
of time when it will be completely 
abolished by a city ordinance.
